of  cobalt  be  added  to  the  bath,  ‘  a  bluish 
shade,  either  light  or  dark,  is  given  to  the 
coating,  which  becomes  very  brilliant  whan 
properly  polished  with  chalk. 

Accoantxo  to  the  Jvurnai  dt  Go*,  experi- 
men  s  made  with  the  newly  invented  hyd'o- 
carbon  fluid  show  that  it  boils  at  about  100 
degrees  Fahr. ,  and  burns  with  a  brilliant 
white  flame  of  a  comparatively  feeble  tern- 
perature.  Lamp*  Intended  for  burning  this 
spirit  are  constructed  in  such  s  manner  that 
they  are  immediately  extinguihedif  thrown.

The  Aunusl  Township  Meeting,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  recsiving  the  report  of  tbe  Towneblp 
Committee  and  considering  appropriations  for 
tbe  eusulag  year,  Vti  held  at  Library  Hall  ou 
Wednesday  evening  IaaL  <  iraij 

of  tbe  citixens  were  present.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  Town-Clerk  Westlake  and, 
oo  nominations  for  chair  man  of  the  meeting 
being  asked  for,  a  number  of  names  were  offer¬ 
ed  and  each  declined,  Mr.  Jaftn  F.  Folsom  waa 
finally  named  ta  (U  tfte  position  xmliumatei  — 
1?  elected  Mr.  Wtedskv  was  selected  aa 
rctsry.  The  first  Iking  in  order  wss  tbe  reading 
of  the  Report,  as  presented.  Tbs  Clerk  began 
reading,  when  Mr.  Jss.  C.  Beach  moved  that 
the  reading  of  the  Report  be  dispensed  with, 
whlcn  was  carried.  Accompanying  the  Report 
was  s  list  of  tbe  delinquent  tax-payers  from  tbe 
year  1875.  Mr.  Beach  rose  and  inquired  of  tbe 
Committee  If  ther»  wss  any  portion— and  if  so, 
what  amount—  of  tbe  taxes  of  187S  and  previ¬ 
ous  that  could  be  legally  collected.  Mr.  Hal¬ 
sey  Barrett,  town  counsel,  stated,  in  answer, 
that  Id  cases  where  the  person  held  real  estate 
the  tax  was  already  secured  by  A  tax-lien,  which 
was  recorded  in  the  County  Cbtrk’s  office,  std 
that  when  any  of  tke  property  was  sold  this  tax 
Ilea  was  usually  paid.  Mr.  Beach  said  that  be 
did  not  see  tbe  use  uf  the  Township  Com 
tee's  getting  out  a  report  year  after  year  and 
claiming  as  assets  bslaoces  da#  for  taxes  sevea 
or  eight  years  back,  which  could  never  be  col¬ 
lected.  He  thought  that  these  old  accounts 
should  be  wiped  out  Mr.  Thomas  Oakes  said 
that  the  Committee  had  no  right  to  wipe  these 
accounts  out.  Mr.  Oakes  further  stated  that 
tbe  reason  for  publishing  the  names  of  delln 
quept  tax  payers  In  the  Report  was  to  correct 
any  error  which  might  be  iu  the  Collector’s  ac¬ 
counts,  as  a  person  would  naturally  demand  a 
correction  if  be  had  already  paid  his  tax.  Upon 
motion  tke  Report  waa  then  accepted, 

Next  iu  order  was  the  consideration  Of  the 
appropriations  for  ths  coming  year.  For  Con¬ 
tingencies  tbe  sum  of  |S,000  was  approved. 
J.  M.  Walker.  Overseer  of  the  foor,  slated  that 
an  appropriation  of  11,000,  together  with  the 
amount  already  in  hand,  would  be  sufficient  for 
the  care  of  the  poor.  |1,0U0  was  therefore  ap¬ 
proved.  For  Roads  tbe  sums  qf  85,0 00,  84,500 
aad  84.000  were  offered  and  the  auhi  of  |5,oo0 
unaccepted.  Mr.  Wm.  Parsons,  of  Brook 
dale,  moved  that  of  this  amount  84,000  be  used 
for  gravel  and  tlisli  the  upper  end  uf  the  town 
be  allowed  some,  as  the  roads  In  that  section 
werfc  In  sa  almost  Impassable  condition. 

Kobley  made  a  fear  remarks  In  favor  of  a  little 
ettentlou  being  paid  to  the  toudltlon  of  the 
Old  Road  usar  Montclair,  which  has  been  sadly 
ucglccted.  Mr.  Dodd,  of  the  Road  Committee, 
staled  that  two-thirds  of  the  appropriation  for 
la*t  year  was  uaed  for  gravel.  Tho  motion  was 
then  carried  that  (4,000  of  the  appropriation  ha 
used  tbe  coining  year  for  gravel.  $300 
agreed  upon  for  crosswalks. 

Next  iu  order  was  the  FubliQ  Grounds  appro¬ 
priation.  Mr.  Beach  took  tbe  floor  and  said  that 
he,  for  one,  win  In  favor  of  raising  s  good-sixed 
aopropriation  far  kills  purpose.  Tbe  Green  had 
been  neglected  and  was  a  ill* grace  rather  than 
sit  on^iuent  In  Its  preoeut  condition.  He  re¬ 
ferred  to  Montclair  aud  compared  that  subur¬ 
ban  village  with  this  town,  saying  that  up  there 
you  found  everything  in  order;  w  tie  liter  it 
public  or  private  property,  but  the  same  could 
not  be  said  of  LlotenAcld.  He  moved  that  the 
sura  of  82,300  he  rslsed  for  the1  purpose  of  1m- 
provlug  ami  beautifying  tbe  Green.  Mr.  Beach 
said  that  last  year  tbit  same  question  came  up 
aud  that  It  waa  argued  that  tbs  towu  could  not 
afford  It  then  and  the  Town  Committee  was  re¬ 
quested  to  procure  plaus  and  estimates  of  tke 
cost  of  flxlug  up  the  park  snd  reparl  at  this 
meeting.  The  tptaker  would  like  to  bear  from 
the  Committee  or  this  question.  Mr.  Bbsrmsn 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  taken  no  action 
In  the  matter.  Mr.  Halsey  Barrett  said  that  he 
wss  in  favor  of  improving  tbe  Green,  In  its* 
present  condition  it  was  no  heeerU  to  thw  town. 
If  it  was  deemed  expedient  pert  of  tbe  money 
might  be  raised  tkls  year  and  ths  improvement 
commenced,  and  tbe  remainder  raised  next 
year.  He  bad  made  personal  Inquiry  in  regard 
to  tha  cost  of  th«  necessary  improvements  and 
found  that  81, Odd  judiciously  expended  this 
year  would  start  the  work  and  leave  it  in  a 
condition  to  be  fin  I*  bed  next  year  when  an  Ap¬ 
propriation  of  8t»000  or  $1,500  might  be  raised. 
Mr.  C.  W.  Max  field  said  that  be  did  not  think  It 
right  to  raise  a  large  amount  at  mouey  fur  this 
purpose  until  we  know  bow  it  is  to  be  expend- 
There  should  be  some  definite  plan  so  that 
we  may  vote  intelligently.
